L.A. Mayor Bradley Wins 
NAACP's Spingarn Medal 

Los Angeles Mayor Tom Brad- 
ley recently became the 69th re- 
cipient of the NAACP's presti- 
gious Spingarn Medal, given 
annually by the nation's oldest 
civil rights organization for dis- 
tinguished merit. 

Bradley, who moved from a 
sharecropper's cabin in Calvert, 
Texas to the L.A. city council 
and then became four-term 
mayor of the nation's second 
largest city, was singled out for 
spearheading the economic and 
cultural rebirth of Los Angeles 
and for his foresight and lead- 
ership in overseeing the most 
successful Olympic Games in his- 
tory.

Millionaire's Widow Found 
In Contempt Of Court For 
Selling Stocks And Furs 

The widow of a White mil- 
lionaire linseed-oil magnate from 
Pennsylvania was recently cited 
for selling stocks and furs from 
her husband's $4 million estate in 
violation of a Chester County 
judge's orders. 

Mrs. Pamela Broadnax War- 
ner, 33, who is Black, has been 
involved in a series of legal bat- 
tles with her late husband 
Ellsworth Bisbee Warner's 
heirs, who want to know what 
she did with Warner's $4 million 
fortune (Jet, Aug. 27, 1984). 

Chester County Judge Law- 
rence Wood also ordered Mrs. 
Warner to reveal by March 1 
what she did with another $8,000 
from the estate. 

Mrs. Warner, a native of West 
Philadelphia, married the oil 
magnate in 1979 after being em- 
ployed as his nursing attendant 
for about two years. 

Warner was 90 years old when 
he died in 1981. 

N.Y. Policeman Charged In 
Bumpurs Eviction Shooting 

A grand jury in New York re- 
cently indicted a veteran police 
officer in the death of a 66-year- 
old Black woman who was killed 
by shotgun fire as police tried to 
evict her from her city-owned 
apartment (Jet, Dec. 17). 

Stephen Sullivan, a 43-year- 
old White officer, was charged 
with reckless homocide in the 
death of Eleanor Bumpurs, 
Bronx District Attorney Mario 
Merola said in a statement. 



New Nutritional Formula 
By Dick Gregory To Help 

Ethiopian Famine Victims 

Ethiopian medical authorities 
decided recently to use a nutri- 
tional formula devised by comic- 
activist and self-taught nutri- 
tionist Dick Gregory in the treat- 
ment of famine victims at Addis 
Ababa Medical University there. 

The decision is a result of a 
thorough examination of the nu- 
tritional merits of the formula as 
well as meeting with Gregory 



and members of his scientific/ 
medical staff, including Dr. 
Joseph Allain, Dr. David Allen 
and Dr. Jimmy Carter. 

Gregory introduced his nutri- 
tional formula to medical author- 
ities in Ethiopia during a nine- 
day tour of the country with 
Martin Luther King III and a 10- 
member delegation (Jet, Dec. 12, 
1984). The nutritional formula, 
used successfully by Gregory 
during extended periods of fast- 
ing, is expected to help in fight- 
ing starvation. 



CME Church In Texas 
Raises $102G's For Africa 

Bishop Caesar D: Coleman, 
presiding bishop of the CME 
Eighth Episcopal District of 
Texas, recently presented a 
check for $102,000 to the Interna- 
tional Red Cross African Famine 
Relief Campaign. The funds, 
designated for the famine vic- 
tims of Ethopia, will be dis- 
bursed to the Red Cross societies 
working in Africa for emergency 
food, clothing, medical supplies 
and transportation. 



Said Bishop Coleman at 
Thanksgiving Square Chapel in 
Dallas, during the presentation 
at a prayer vigil "This money was 
given in response to the urgency 
that exists now. We are not a rich 
church, almost 20 percent of our 
church population lives on a fixed 
income or below the poverty 
level." He added, "Being a Black 
denomination, we feel a special 
kinship to those who are hungry 
and desolate. Therefore, we are 
impelled to act now, but we are 
fully aware that this is only a few 
drops in a very large bucket."

NAACP Legal Fund Can 
Keep Name, Court Rules 

The U.S. Court of Appeals re- 
cently reversed a lower court de- 
cision andpermitted the NAACP 
Legal Defense and Educational 
Fund to continue to use the ini- 
tials of its parent organization, 
the NAACP. 

The ruling overturned a 1983 
decision handed by U.S. District 
Court Judge Thomas P. Jackson 
(Jet, April 18, 1983). The 
NAACP filed a lawsuit in 1982 
charging that the use of the 
NAACP initials by the legal and 
educational defense fund caused 
confusion in the two organiza- 
tion's fund raising projects. The 
civil rights organizations sepa- 
rated from each other in 1957.

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Dems Oust Gary's Hatcher 
In Favor Of Chicago's Burris 

The Democratic National 
Committee has sacked Gary 
Mayor Richard Hatcher, last 
year's campaign manager for 
Rev. Jesse Jackson and a strong 
advocate of civil rights, as a par- 
ty vice chairman in favor of 111. 
Comptroller Roland Burris, an 
elected official who prides him- 
self upon being supported by 
both Black and White voters. 

The ouster of the militant and 
outspoken pioneer was as con- 
troversial as the election of Na- 
tional Chairman Paul Kirk, a for- 
mer aide to Mass. Sen. Ted Ken- 
nedy. 

The three-day National Com- 
mittee meeting in Washington, 
designed to put the party back on 
center track after the fall wallop- 
ing by President Reagan, was 
described by insiders as "a 
bloody ordeal" and "a painful 
passing of the mantle." 

Caught in the vice of change 



were the party's Black leaders, 
who developed the caucus con- 
cept which was copied by Wom- 
en, Hispanics, and Asians. 
Majority Whites, particularly in 
the South, demanded the end of 
special preferences for caucuses 
in the running the party. Howev- 
er, at this meeting the committee 
took no action. 

On the positive side, the Dem- 
ocrats made history by electing 
two Blacks to key national posts. 
Besides Burris, Sharron Pratt 
Dixon, a D.C. utilities company 
vice president, was elected the 
party treasurer. 

Although his name had been 
bandied around in the race for 
the party's lone Black topspot, 
Burris was not expected to chal- 
lenge the organized Black DNC 
caucus, whose recommendation 
was previously accepted as tan- 
tamount for election. 

At the caucus meeting, Hatch- 
er beat Burris by a 32-25 vote. 
However, when Burris carried 
his fight to the full committee, he

won by a 198 to 148 majority. 

The toppling of what had been 
a united Black front brought 
screaming protests. Texas Rep. 
Mickey Leland, the chair of the 
Congressional Black Caucus, 
"lost his cool" and lamblasted 
Burris. 

Some angry Blacks toyed with 
the idea of "devising a third par- 
ty" as a way of remaining visible 
in national politics and surviving 
the Democratic party's swing to- 
ward conservatism. However, 
more sober committee members 
said that "it will take months for 
the committee actions to shake 
down." 

The real test will probably 
occur in June or July when the 
committee meets again to select 
its 25 at-large members, which 
now includes eight Blacks — four 
from the Congressional Black 
Caucus. 

The only contender for the 
chair who did not support the 
DNC Black caucus, Kirk refused 
to endorse Hatcher thereby ruin- 
ing any chance for immediate 
peace. Burris told Jet that his 
first priority would be to arrange 
a meeting with the Democratic 
Black caucus and outline an 
agenda. 

He emphasized that he will 
seek the same kind of coalition of 
Blacks and Whites that made him 
a top vote getter in Illinois elec- 
tions. 

Pointing out that it was Blacks 
who encouraged him to run for 
the DNC post, Burris made this 
observation: "There is a consen- 
sus that to win, we must have 
White votes."

ABC sportscaster O.J. Simp- 
son, who was recently inducted 
into the pro football Hall of 
Fame, married his long-time 
sweetheart, model Nicole 
Brown, at a private southern 
California ceremony on Febru- 
ary 2. 

A spokeswoman at O.J. Simp- 
son Enterprises told Jet that the 
ceremony was kept extremely 
private at the request of the cou- 
ple. She confirmed the celebrity 
couple "had been dating for a 
while." 

It was the second marriage for 
the 37-year-old Simpson, who 
won the Heisman Trophy while 
at the University of Southern 
California.

The Rev. Ralph D. Abernathy, 
lifelong friend and confidant of 
both Rev. Martin Luther King 
Sr. and his son, Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr., was recently 
awarded the first annual Martin 
Luther King Sr. Community Ser- 
vice Award. Sponsored by 
Church's Fried Chicken Inc., the 
award was presented during the 
recent King Week Interfaith 
Service held in Big Bethel AME 
Church in Atlanta. 

Planned as an annual award, 
the Martin Luther King Jr. Cen- 
ter for Non-Violent Social 
Change will select a recipient 
each year. 

In announcing the award, 
Church's Regional Manager 
Robert Hogg said, "It is only fit- 
ting that this first award should 
go to Rev. Abernathy — his long 
association with the King family, 
his astute and dedicated lead- 
ership and his unyielding faith in 



the ultimate triumph of good 
over evil continue to make a force 
for positive social change in the 
United States and the world." 

In other action, Church's Fried 
Chicken Inc., recently an- 
nounced plans to donate a total 
of $100,000 to national Black 
organizations during the month 
of February in recognition of 
Black History Month. 

The organizations earmarked 
for funds include the United 
Negro College Fund, NAACP, 
Operation PUSH, Opportunities 
Industrialization Centers of 
America Inc., National Council 
of Negro Women, Martin Luther 
King Jr. Center for Non- Violent 
Social Change, National Urban 
League and the Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference. The 
UNCF will receive $30,000 and 
each of the other organizations 
will receive $10,000 each. 

At Jet press time, PUSH re- 
vealed that it had received its 
$10,000 gift.

Confidential: With the administration's emphasis on economics and 
education, look for several Blacks to be named to sub-cabinet roles. 
Departments to watch are Commerce, Treasury, State and Educa- 
tion. At State, Leonard Robinson is designated as a Deputy Assis- 
tant Secretary for Africa, but is on leave to serve as head of the 
African Development Fund. New Treasury Secretary James Baker 
is expected to add a Black deputy to enhance his political future. With 
so many Black business people vocal on participation, a Black is 
certain to take over a policy-making role in Small Business. The 
problem: many qualified Black Republicans are more available for 
corporate than federal positions. . . Cool the rhetoric that Blacks have 
super power because four lead House committees — Reps. Gray over 
Budget, Augustus Hawkins over Education and Labor, Parren 
Mitchell over Small Business and Julian Dixon over Ethics. The 
emphasis on race insures that the Democratic "boll weevils", the 
southern White solons who vote with the GOPers, could become the 
key segment. With race already dividing the Democrats on programs 
and issues, the Black chairs will be Forced to wheel and deal to 
achieve some kind of success in representing Blacks . . . Although he 
received upwards of 90 percent of the Black vote, Democratic Pres- 
idential candidate Walter Mondale has turned down interviews with 
Black publications. He is still miffed over the candidacy of Rev. Jesse 
Jackson and its negative impact on his campaign. Others reluctant to 
talk to the Black press include President Reagan, his daughter, 
Maureen, and Secretary of State George Schultz.

Pryor's Daughter Kicked Out 
Of School In Cheating Scam 

Comic Richard Pryor's daugh- 
ter was among six girls who were 
recently expelled from a private 
school attended by many chil- 
dren of celebrities in Los 
Angeles when a cheating scandal 
was disclosed. 

Elizabeth Pryor, along with 
five other girls, was kicked out of 
the prestigious Westlake School 



when officials discovered they 
were responsible for circulating 
stolen tests among 98 seniors. 
Seventeen other pupils there — 
including Olympic swimmer 
Dara Torres — were suspended 
from the 80-year-old private 
school. 

Elizabeth's mother, Maxine, 
would only say her daughter, 
"Wasn't treated fairly. I would 
love to speak my mind, but I'm 
not at liberty to." The students 
were accused of persuading a 
janitor to allow them to enter 
offices to remove the tests, head- 
master Nathan Reynolds said in 
a letter to parents. 

Westlake, located in the Bel 
Air section of the city, has an en- 
rollment of 680 students.

"A Tribute to Marvin Gaye," a 
two-hour television special fea- 
turing the tops in the entertain- 
ment industry paying homage to 
the late singer, is scheduled to be 
taped in Los Angeles on April 2 
to commemorate his birthday. 

Writer Ruth Robinson, who 
worked on the Emmy Award- 
winning "Motown 25 Special," 
will work on putting the show 
together with Walter E. Miller, 
director of the last six Grammy 
Award ceremonies. 

At Jet press time, the lineup of 
entertainers was still being ne- 
gotiated and had not been re- 
leased. 

Gaye was shot and killed by his 
father, Marvin Gay Sr., at his 
Los Angeles home, the day be- 
fore his 45th birthday. 
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Kenny Clarke, Jazz 
Drummer, Dies In Paris 

Critically-acclaimed jazz 
drummer Kenny Clarke, who 
broke with traditional drum 
rhythms and became a pioneer of 
be-bop in the early 1940s, recent- 
ly died at his home outside of 
Paris. He was 71 years old. 

Clarke's son, Laurent, said his 
father died of a heart attack at 
his home in the eastern suburb of 
Montreuil-sous-Bois. He had 
lived in Paris since 1956. 

'Mother Botto,' Church 
Founder, Dies At Age 85 

Dr. Bessie "Mother" Botto, 
who once said she experienced 
the pleasure of being a mil- 
lionaire businesswoman but 
switched to the ministry because 
money didn't bring her the fulfill- 
ment she thought it would, died 
in Chicago after a brief illness. 
She was 85. 

Born in Plum Point, Miss., she 
founded Chicago's God's House 
Of All Nations Pentecostal 
Church in 1960 with the assis- 
tance of her three surviving sons 
— Bishop Charles L. and Elgin 
E. Little and Johnell B. Manley.

In 1974, he was elected vice- 
chairman of the board and presi- 
dent of the Golden State Minor- 
ity Foundation which was estab- 
lished to provide scholarships 
and grants to qualified college 
students pursuing careers in 
business. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Juanita Hamlin Shell. In lieu of 
flowers, it is requested that con- 
tributions in his memory be made 
to Golden State Minority Foun- 
dation, 1999 West Adams Blvd., 
Los Angeles, California 90018.

Expectations are at a record 
level regarding the potential of 
the single We Are The World, co- 
written by Michael Jackson and 
Lionel Richie and featuring the 
talents of 46 of the top recording 
artists in America. The hercu- 
lean effort, aimed at raising 
money for famine victims in Afri- 
ca, will culminate in mid-March 
when the single, video and dou- 
ble album are released. 

The effort featured a "who's 
who" of the industry including: 



Diana Ross, the Pointer Sisters, 
Bob Dylan, James Ingram, Tina 
Turner, Michael, Randy, Jackie, 
Jermaine, LaToya, Marlon and 
Tito Jackson; Sheila E., Al Jar- 
reau, Cyndi Lauper, Bruce 
Springsteen, Jeffrey Osborne, 
Willie Nelson, Hall and Oates, 
Bette Midler, Smokey Robinson, 
Dionne Warwick, Ray Charles, 
Stevie Wonder and Harry Bela- 
fonte. 

Quincy Jones, who produced 
the song, said during a press con- 
ference the day after the record- 
ing, "In my 35 years in the busi- 
ness, that was one of the most 
rewarding. Nobody was in- 
volved in personal gains. The re- 
sponse was absolutely over- 
whelming. We told them [the

stars], 'Check your ego at the 
door.' There were no egos that 
night. There was nothing like it." 

Harry Belafonte, who spear- 
headed the entire effort, told re- 
porters: "The holocaust there [in 
Africa] has been there a long 
time. Men of power knew about it 
but refused to help, instead, 
choosing to reap ideological ben- 
efits. Death of people of color is 
an accepted state. If this had 
happened in Europe, there 
would have been a much swifter 
response. But, there's something 
dismissable about the Third 
World. Those who sit by idly will 
eventually pay the price." 

Ken Kragen, publicist for 
Lionel Richie, who helped bring 
the stars together, pointed out 
that another 50 stars had to be 
turned away. All monies col- 
lected will be used to buy food, 
medicine, equipment. Some will 
be used for America's homeless 
and starving. 

Although he did not dwell on 
it, Kragen indicated that there 
was some disappointment that 
rock star Prince did not partici- 
pate in the effort. He said that a 
special part that involved Mi- 
chael Jackson and Prince singing 
to each other had been de- 
veloped. While the single, video 
and album are expected to bring 
in between $50 million and $200 
million, Kragen said the effort 
would have been much more 
marketable with Prince's partici- 
pation. He did indicate that 
Prince called the following morn- 
ing to offer a guitar track for the 
album. However, he said there 
was no space for such a track.

Dr. Arthur Thomas Named 
President Of Central State 

Dr. Arthur E. Thomas, vice 
president for academic affairs at 
Central State University in Wil- 
berforce, Ohio, was recently 
named president of the universi- 
ty. Thomas succeeds his mentor, 
Dr. Lionel H. Newsom, who re- 
tired after more than 12 years as 
president. 

A 1962 Central State graduate, 
Thomas is the first alumnus to 
serve as president of Central 
State University which is Ohio's 
only predominantly Black public 
institution of higher education. 

Thomas, 46, had served as vice 
president for academic affairs 
since 1977 when he returned to 
his alma mater after working in 
the public school system of Day- 
ton, Ohio and at Wright State 
University, which is also located 



in Dayton. 

After earning his bachelor's 
degree in education at Central 
State, Dr. Thomas earned his 
master of education degree in 
educational administration at 
Miami University in Oxford, 
Ohio and the doctor of education 
degree at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts in Amherst. 

Since 1974, when a tornado 
struck the campus, Central State 
has spent about $22 million in 
several major construction pro- 
jects to rebuild the campus, in- 
cluding the $6.5 million Paul 
Robeson Cultural and Perform- 
ing Arts Center. 

With Dr. Newsom leading the 
university through more than a 
decade of challenging growth 
and development, the new presi- 
dent, who was groomed by the 
renowned educator for the post, 
plans to continue the university's 
programs of growth and develop- 
ment.

February 10, 1940 — The George Washington Carver Founda- 
tion was founded by Dr. George W. Carver and was incorpo- 
rated under the laws of the State of Alabama. Dr. Carver 
donated $33,000 toward the establishment of an endowment 
fund and on his death bequeathed his entire estate to the found- 
ation.

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Congress Pushing For New 
Conservation Corps Of '30s 

A bi-partisan congressional 
coalition introduced legislation 
on Capitol Hill to establish an 
American Conservation Corps to 
provide conservation jobs and 
training for 85,000 jobless youth. 
The bill is almost identical to the 
one which President Reagan re- 
fused to sign last year after pas- 
sage both in the House and 
Senate. 

Spearheaded by Rep. John F. 
Seiberling, (D., Ohio), and New 
York Sen. Patrick Moynihan (D. , 



Legislators Propose Bill 
To Make Congress Obey 
Fed. Discrimination Laws 

A bipartisan group of legisla- 
tors recently proposed that Con- 
gress should be made to abide by 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act and 
other employment discrimina- 
tion laws. The Rights Act pro- 
hibits hiring discrimination on 
the grounds of race, color, sex, 
age, or religion. 

Said Rep. Lynn Martin (R., 
111.) who wants Congress to obey 
the discrimination laws, "We 
have a Congress that requires 
other employees to obey equal 
opportunity laws while exclud- 
ing itself, a Congress that af- 
firms the goals of civil rights 
laws while ignoring them in its 
own practices. There is a respon- 
sibility to show leadership." 

House and Senate members 
have claimed constitutional im- 
munity and therefore are exempt 
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N.Y.), the bill calls for $75 mil- 
lion yearly for three years to pro- 
vide opportunity for young peo- 
ple currently unreached by pri- 
vate enterprise. Rep. Seiberling 
charged that President Reagan 
was "badly advised on refusing 
to sign the legislation passed 
during the last session." 

With unemployment among 
Black teenagers above 40 per- 
cent, Seiberling said that the 
corps could provide work both in 
urban areas and on public land by 
using tested and cost effective 
programs. It would be modeled 
after the Civilian Conservation 
Corps (CCC) of the '30s. 



Court Upholds Cleveland 
Firefighters' Promotions 

A Federal Appeals Court re- 
cently upheld the Cleveland Fire 
Department's plan to redress ra- 
cial imbalance in the department 
and overruled claims by White 
firefighters that the promotion 
plan discriminated against them. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the Sixth Circuit ruled that the 
plan which was approved 
through a consent decree in Fed- 
eral District Court in 1983, re- 
dressed the racial imbalance and 
did not discriminate against 
White firefighters. 

The plan was agreed to by the 
city and the Vanguards of Cleve- 
land, an association of Black and 
Hispanic firefighters, who 
charged the city had discrimina- 
tory promotion practices.

Jewell Jackson McCabe, president of the National Coalition of 100 
Black Women, refuting the notion that Black women are taking jobs 
from Black men: "In dealing with the Black man, we've allowed 
ourselves to get psyched out and made to feel guilty. In leadership 
situations , men try to psyche us into a one-on-one relationship, 
instead of asking us why we are around the table. So we perceive 
ourselves as bad women and not feminine women, and we ask, 'Is it 
true the White woman, or the Asian woman is taking our man?'" 
Larry Holmes, undefeated world heavyweight champion, explain- 
ing why he plans to retire after his March fight against David Bey: "/ 
never swam in the ocean. I want to watch my kids run on the beach; ( I 
want to) drink a pina colada, get drunk and be happy with my family 
without any pressure. I don't want it said that I fought one too many. 
I'm not ready for people to talk about me the way they talk about 
(Muhammad) Ali." 

Peabo Bryson, romantic balladeer who sings the songs that women 
want to hear, advising Black men that women want strong, yet 
sensitive men: "Women want romance, and there is more to romance 
than sex. Sensitivity is a tremendous attribute. You can be a bronze 
Adonis but if you talk like a brick you'll lose every time."

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I f there's any truth in Robert 
' Browning's philosophy, "A 
minute's success pays (for) the 
failure of years," then a host of 
Black sports celebrities should 
realize that the opposite is equal- 
ly true: "a minute's failure can 
erase the success of years." 

A case in point is the current 
plight of two-time Olympic gold 
medal winner Edwin Moses. 
Charges that he tried to solicit a 
policewoman masquerading as a 
prostitute were as damaging to 
his image and career than if he 
had held up a bank. Yet his 
"crime" is hardly more serious 
than a celebrity's admission a 
few years ago, that once upon a 
time he had "lust" in his heart. 
He was never caught in the act. 
He only proved his fallibility.

But for a growing number of 
athletes, who are swiftly tum- 
bling from the ficticious Mt. 
Olympus into the mire of the 
seedy side of life, the harsh real- 
ity of their faults seems to prove 
"the bigger they are, the harder 
they fall." 

Drugs, chiefly cocaine, which 
has been unofficially dubbed "the 
number one killer of Black 
stars," have tainted the image of 
athletes in every sport. While 
baseball players like Vida Blue, 
Willie Wilson and three of their 
Kansas City teammates served 
three months in prison for 
attempting to buy cocaine, a long 
list of football and basketball 
stars too, have suffered for their 
association with it as users, 
abusers or sellers. 

Eugene "Mercury" Morris, 
the former Miami Dolphins star 
now serving 20 years ior cocaine 
trafficking, admitted that he was 
"a user and abuser" but denies he 
was ever a pusher. Claiming he 
was "set up," Morris declared, 
"This could only happen to a 
Black man in Miami." And back- 
ing up his point, after a growing 
number of football players were 
almost daily charged with drug 
abuse, NFL union chief Gene 
Upshaw noted, "It does seem 
strange that the drug problem 
seems to have a Black face. 
There are White players in- 
volved too, but only the Black 
guys are getting caught." 

In the fall of 1983, four NFL 
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stars, E.J. Junior, Ross Brow- 
ner, Greg Stemrick and Pete 
Johnson, were suspended for 
four games and lost a total of 
$118,000 in pay for being found 
guilty of possession of cocaine or 
as admitted users. 

Thomas "Hollywood" Hender- 
son, who built himself into a 
celebrity on the field with the 
Dallas Cowboys, was recently 
sentenced to four years in prison 
for sexually assaulting two teen- 
aged girls in California. 
Although he had twice sought 
help to break his addiction, he 
admitted in court, "I wouldn't be 
here at all if it weren't for cocaine 
and alcohol." 

Maury Wills, once a blurr on 
the baseball paths, recently re- 
vealed that he too had been 
snared by the powerful drug af- 
ter being fired as manager of the 
Seattle Mariners. "I became a re- 
cluse and it almost killed me," he 
said after getting his life back in 
order. 

Last fall as the NBA season 
got underway, basketball stars 
John Lucas and John Drew each 
saw promising careers disappear 



right before their noses as they 
each failed drug tests now im- 
posed by the league. 

A few weeks later, cynics 
laughed to learn of the depths 
that drugs had infiltrated the 
ranks of the men who once were 
role models to fans and their chil- 
dren. The always tough Miami 
Dolphins went shopping for a 
running back, and on successive 
days, Rickey Young and Chuck 
Muncie each passed physicals, 
yet flunked the drug test. 

But cocaine is only one of the 
pitfalls that await the stars of 
yesterday, today and tomorrow. 

Exercising poor judgment in 
dealing with the opposite sex is 
another of the more dangerous 
things an athlete can do. 

It has taken nearly two years 
for Chicago Bulls basketball star 
Quintin Dailey to put his troubles 
on a shelf. Just before he was to 
become a celebrity first-round 
draft pick, he was charged with 
sexual assault of a student nurse 
on the campus of the University 
of San Francisco. While he plea- 
bargained his case to a lesser 
charge and received only a sent-

Two bodyguards for rock idol 
Prince were arrested outside a 
West Hollywood, Calif, night- 
spot following an altercation 
with two photographers that 
occurred several hours after the 
telecast of the American Music 
Awards. 

Deputy Mason Kenny of the 
Los Angeles Sheriffs Dept. told 
Jet that the photographers, 
Mike Guastella and Vincent Zuf- 
fante, were in the parking lot 
outside Carlos 'n Charlies at 2:20 
a.m. January 29, apparently 
waiting to get a shot of Prince 
when the musician and the two 
bodyguards walked outside.

Superstar Diana Ross paid a 
moving tribute to music stars 
who died over the past year, in- 
cluding Count Basie, Jackie Wil- 
son, and Marvin Gaye. Her trib- 
ute to Gaye was accompanied by 
the video from her single, Miss- 
ing You. 

Richie told the reporters back- 
stage that there is nothing like 
being honored by the American 
public.

John Amos and Esther Rolle, as 
James and Florida Evans, 
touched television viewers in 
"Good Times" for several years 
with their strong family bond. 
Carroll O'Connor as Archie 
Bunker in "All In The Family" 
came and changed an entire gen- 
eration with his blue collar bigot- 
ry and left. Fun-filled, but with a 
special message in their day, 
both are now just memories of a 
fond yet distant past. 

Of all the families and situa- 
tions that entertained America 
in the 1970s, the only survivors 
are that couple that "moved on 
up to the East Side," George and 
Louise Jefferson, played by 
Sherman Hemsley and Isabel 
Sanford. 

An entire generation has 
grown up watching George 
growl, rant and rave while his 
understanding mate, "Weezy," 
calms him down with her special 
brand of compassion. Much to the 
surprise of television observers, 
the show is now in the middle of 
its 11th season and is the longest 
running comedy on any network. 

Just as in the case when an in- 
dividual reaches the ripe old age 
of 100, the cast of the "Jeffer- 
sons" is constantly asked for the

Ms. Sanford says she doesn't 
believe the viewing public will 
ever see another couple like 
George and Louise.
